San F eancisco, Februsry 2d.—The jury 
in the case of Jane E. Forbes ve. William P. 
Ridgeway, a euit for SIO.OOO damages for 
breach of promise, after a short deliberation, 
brought in a verdict awarding the plaintiff 
$5,000. 
rURTHER POSTPONEMENT. 
To-day, in Department Two of the Folice 
Court, J nan Babbista Galliano, charged with 
murder, for having stabbed and killed his 
brother and cousin, and with felony, for 
having attempted to murder hia sider and 
Mrn. Ieoia, at the Santiago rancho, in Visita­ 
ción valley, on the 12ih of December, waa 
called for examination, when a further post­ 
ponement was atked for by the.prosecution, 
and the case went over until Thursday, the 
ICth instant. 
JUDGMENT REVERSED AND NEW TRIAL OR­ 
DERED. 
Tbe Supreme Court to-day reversed the 
judgment of the lower Court in the case of 
The People vs. John Hurley, convicted iu the 
Superior Court of Humboldt county and 
sentenced to the Penitentiary for two years. 
Tb« cause was remanded for a new trial. The 
defendant was charged with stealing cattle, 
and the Court held that the testimony, under 
a strict construction of the law, was not suffi­ 
ciently direct to warrant the jury in return­ 
ing a verdict of guilty.

The Feast of the Purification of the 
Blessed Virgin was celebrated iu the several 
Catholic churches of this ci!y with the usual 
eoiemn and impressive services. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The receipts of the County Clerk’s office 
from fees last month were $4,219 50. 
Three hundred and forty-one civil actions 
were brought iu the Superior Court in Jan­ 
uary. 
Two hundred and five marriage licenses 
were issued by County Clerk Wilder last 
month. 
The receipts at the 1 .ícense Collector’s office 
during the month of January amounted to 
$46,479 30. 
Tho Superintendent of Streets reports that 
oming the month of January 149 miles of 
public streets were swept at a cost of $6,407 21. 
The steamers City of Rio de Janeiro and 
Gaelic are expected from Hongkong next 
week, the former having been detained by re­ 
pairs to her rudder. 
A verdict of suicide has been returned bya 
Coroner’s jury in the case of Charles L. 
Skolfield, who took cyanuret of potassium at 
34 Louisa street on Monday evening. 
H. T. Mordhoff, of Idaho, sged 50 years, 
left his room in the Lick House on the 25th 
of January, and has net been seen since by 
bis son, who is much worried over his disap­ 
pearance. 
City and County Treasurer Widber will 
shortly make another trip to Sacramento for 
the purpose of settling accounts between the 
city of San Francisco and the State of Cali­ 
fornia. The State wili receive nearly a million 
dollars. 
A number of men are at work fitting up 
the rooms on the third story of tho new City 
Hall for the use of the School Department, 
who will have to give up the magnific. nt 
chambers they now occupy before the end of 
tbe week. 
Reports have been received at police head­ 
quarters that J. vV. Creighton, who arrived 
here from Australia in June last, has been 
missing from his residence sines the 2C.ii ult. 
Ha is 29 years of age, tall, slim-built, and 
wears light side whi-kers. 
The top rate for wheat charters at this port 
last month was 75s, and only five vessels re­ 
ceived that figure out of the 51 cleared. The 
favorite figure was 70). Nearly three-fifths 
of the vessels received from 70s to 75s last 
month, and from that down to 60s. 
The eanmakers met in secret conclave in 
Ixora Hall Wednesday evening. There was 
a delegation present from the Trades Assem­ 
bly, wno attended for the purpose of advis­ 
ing with the workers in tin as to tho best 
course to pursue to protect themselves against 
tbe inroads of Chinese labor.

Union. 
The California Coursing Club held its reg­ 
ular meeting Wednesday night, at 435 Cali­ 
fornia street, Vice-President J. C. Murphy 
iu the chair. W, Cjonir, John Hughes, T. 
Fisher and F. Fisher were unanimously 
elected members of the cluh. It was decided 
to hold the drawing for the spring open meet- 
i' g on Saturday. February 25th, at the usual 
raeeticg-room of the club. The clab then 
adjourned. 
At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Pacific Rolling Mill Company the fol­ 
lowing gentlemen were elected Directors for 
the ensuing year : D. O. Mills, William Al- 
vord, Lmis McLane, Nicholas Liming and 
James C. Flood. Subsequently the follow­ 
ing officers were elected : President, William 
Alvord ; General Manager, L B. Benchley ; 
Secretary. C. M. Keeney ; Superintendent, 
Patrick Noble. 
J. W. Burnham & Co., the well known 
importers of carpets, furniture, upholstery 
goods and oil cloth», have made an assign­ 
ment. A meeting of tbeir creditors was held 
Wednesday, at the rooms of the Board of 
Trad?, when the firm represented that their 
liabilities amounted to $47,500, to meet which 
there was stock amounting to $36,000 in 
value, and $5,000 in t ills and accounts due, 
making their total assets foot np $41,000. 
Andrew McDevitt, who was arrested last 
Saturday opon a charge of having attempted 
to rescue prisoners from the Industrial School, 
had a hearing before Judge Rosenbaum yes­ 
terday, and was held to answer before the 
Superior Court, with bail set at 81,000. The 
accused went to the school and threw a knot­ 
ted rope over the fence. There was a note at 
the end of the rone, written by the accused, 
in which he announced to the inmates that by 
means of the rope, which was fastened on the 
outside, they could scale the fence. Joseph 
Gilleon, who was jointly charged with Mc­ 
Devitt, was acquitted on the ground that the 
evidence was insufficient to implicate him. 
Iron piles are being shipped from this city 
to Mazatlan, Mexico, to be used in the con­ 
struction of a Government wharf at that 
place. They are from fourteen to sixteen 
feet long, abont seven inches in diameter, the 
lowsr part solid. taperiDg, and covered at the 
point with steel, the upper half being hollow. 
Midway in the pile is a lug, firmly bolted, 
and with four flanges made with eyes, so that 
the piles may be connected at any distance 
and bolted together—making one perfect 
piece of mntually-protective work. The tops 
of the piles are to be covered with flat iron 
caps, upon which the superstructure of the 
wharf is to be laid. Iron is employed to bid 
defiance to the teredo, so destructive to 
wooden piles on this coast. 
Wiljiam H.. Pettit has brought suit in the 
Superior Conrt against James T. Wyatt, to 
set aside a deed to fifty acres of land, located 
on Point Lobos avenue, and adjoining Laurel 
Hill Cemetery, and for cause plaintiff 
alleges, that from the latter part of Decem­ 
ber, 1880, np to February, 1881, he was very 
ill and confined in apartments with a severe 
attack oI small pox ; that on the 29th day of 


December, 1880, while delirioas from the 
effects of the disease, defendant fraudulently 
presented a deed of the land to plaintiff to 
sign ; that plaintiff, as he hr.s since learned, 
did sign the dejd, and defendant has recorded 
the same on the records ot the city and 
county ot San Francisco, and plaintiff fur- 
taer avers that defendant, intending to de- 
iraud him, fraudulently inserted in the deed 
ss consideration the sum of 810.000. 
fh9 Supreme Court granted a new trial 
yesterday to John R. Simons, who was sen­ 
tenced to ten years’ imprisoi meet at San 
Quentin for the killing <f Miitcn Cat ter. in 
Modoc county, on the 5th of last May. The 
jury which tried the case was given the fol­ 
lowing instructions : “ To justify a person in 
killing another in self-defenee, it must appear 
that the danger was so urgent and pressing 
that in order to save his own life, or to pre­ 
vent his receiving great bodily harm, the 
killing of the other was absolutely nec­ 
essary ; and it must appear also that 
the person killed was the assailant, 
or that the slayer had really and in good faith 
endeavored to decline any further straggle 
before the mortal Mow was given. To justify 
the defendant in killing the deceased it is not 
absolutely necessary that the defendant 
should have believed his own life in danger. 
But it will be sufficient if the circumstances 
were such as to justify the defendant, as a 
reasonable man, in believing that the de­ 
ceased was about to commit a felony; and 
that it was necessary to take his life to pre­ 
vent the commission of such feloDy ; and that 
if the defendant did so believe and acted 
under such belief solely.” Justice Sharp- 
Btein holds that it is apparent that these in­ 
structions are contradictory, and that the 
first does no.t materially differ from those 
given in People vs. Fishane, which was held 
to be erroneous. Even if the defendant had 
been the assailant, if he hail really and in 
good faith endeavored to decline any further 
struggle before the homicide was committed, 
tho killing might be justifiable in self-defense.

The funeral was one of 
the largest ever held in this county, the pro­ 
cession being nearly a mile in length. The 
Board of Supervisors wiil meet on Monday 
next to elect his successor. There are already 
five candidates in the field.

Jury of Sutter county have found a true bill 
for rape against CharLs Newcomhe, an old 
and well to-do farmer living near Live Oak.

Newcombe has been ar­ 
rested, and is under bail. He has borne a 
good reputation, and there is talk of black­ 
mail.

Tbe house and contents were worth 
about $4,000; no insurance, 
Nominated for Sheriff—Seri m s Accident, 
Seattle, February 24.—Uardner Kellogg 
a as nominated for Sheriff by the Republican 
Convention ia this city to-day. He was the 
only candida e before the Convention, and 
the election is to fill the vacancy cansad by 
the death of L. W. Vickoff. 
Goorge Ohse, foreman if a logging camp, 
fifteen miles from this city, met with a serious 
accident yesterday. He was on a loaded log­ 
ging car descending a steep hill, when the car 
became nnmaaageable, and he was thrown 
off. He had a rib broken and was otherwise 
hurt. 


Professor Burt G. Wilder, of Cornell, the 
eminent physiologist, recently demonstra 
ted that the muscles could be made to con­ 
tract under the influence of electricity for 
a longer period after death than has been 
formerly supposed. 
Under unfavorable 
circumstances the diaphragm of an animal 
was made to contract powerfully thirty 
minutes after death and fifteen minutes 
after its removal from tbe body. 
The defeat of the rebel ram Merrimac, 
according to a letter of Commodore Maury, 
of the Confederate navy, is not to be credi­ 
ted altogether to the Monitor. When the 
Merrimac ran into and sank the Cumber­ 
land she broke her iron ram, causing a leak 
of six inches an hour.

It was described in 1572 as brighter 
than Jupiter, “ such was its brilliancy 
that persons were able to detect it at noon 
in a clear sky, and at night when tbe sky 
was overcast as to hide all other stars.” If 
it appear it will probably be visible for 
several weekB in the constellation of Cas­ 
siopeia. 
Almost simultaneously with the pub­ 
lication of the discoveries of Messrs. Bell 
and Tainter in radiophony, M. Mercadier, 
in Paris, withont any knowledge of what 
they had done, announced that he had 
been able to reproduce the sonnds of speak­ 
ing and singing upon the photophonic re­ 
ceiver, not only with the light of the sun, 
but also by means of the electric light aDd 
the oxyhydrogen light. 
Air English Bishop says that in his last 
diocese the clergy were almost to a man in 
favor of laymen occupying the pulpit, and 
the laity almost as unanimously opposed to 
it. formerly in many English dioceses 
those parochial elergy might preach who 
were specially liecneed to do so. The 
others were enjoined to read the homilies.

tice are on their side. 


M en have indeed been

The case of Spain at the beginning of this 
century is in point. 
W h ile her people 


were everyw here rising against

colonies from obtaining their independence. 
W hen the passions and prejudices of na­ 
tions are aroused th ey are in fact as deaf 
to reason and m orality as are individuals, 
and thongh 
daring a period of general 
peace th ey m ay be w illing to am nse them ­ 


selves w ith 
th e passage of 
resolutions 
pledging them selves to eternal friendship 


and accord, it m ust be regarded as certain 


that th ey w ill ignore all such prom ises the 
m om ent som e cause of quarrel arises, and 


that those G overnm ents w hich believe in 


their ow n m ilitary resources w ill alw ays 
be inclined to try th e arbitram ent of the 


sword. 
W e m ight, 
for 
the purpose of 


illustration, 
take any tw o of the m ost 


advanced peoples—say G reat Britain and 
the U n ited S tates— and let them hold a 


Peace Congress. 
W h ile it lasted, and for 
som e little tim e subsequently, there w ould 


be a very pleasant state of international 


feeling. 
B u t let som e disagreem ent arise, 
and in less than a w eek all the previous 
expressions of am ity w ould be forgotten. 


A n exam ple of th is kind has, indeed, re- 


oently occurred. 
T he assassination 
of 
Garfield led to a quite effusive condition 


of things betw een th e E nglish and Am eri­ 


can press. 
B ut the trial of G uiteau has 
already undone all that, and at present 


the E nglish and Am erican journals are en- 
ga; • 1 in th e b itterest of warfare. 


N obody can seriously doubt that, not­ 
w ithstand in g our civilization, en ligh ten ­ 


m ent, religion, ham acitarianism , and all 
other “ progressive ’’ influences, England 


and A m erica would go to war if a sufficient 
cause of quarrel arose betw een them , and 
that no treaty 
of 
peace could prevent 


this. 
B ut the South Am erican S tates arc 
very m uch less civilized than the Am ericans 
and E nglish. 
T hey are inhabited by an 


ignorant, superstitious, passionate, intrigu­ 
ing, 
indolent, 
prejudiced 
people, 
of a 
great m ixture of blood and race. 
Their 


institutions, when copied from our own, 


serve only to foster corruption, 
narrow 
and 8elñsh 
am bition, and th e spirit of 


cabal and conspiracy. 
T o suppose that 
such a people could

“ the ages, in the forem ost ti'es of tim e,”

W e hare been for som e tim e fam iliar w ith 


the sham republicanism of these S tates, 


and all Mr, B laine’s project could give us 


w ould be a sham coalition betw een them .

I t has indeed curiously happened 
th a t th e tendency to indulge in that kind 
of self-deception has q u ite frequently im ­ 


m ediately preceded great wars, as if to 


em phasize the blindness of “ a d van ced ” 
thinkers. 
It can hardly be believed that 


Mr. Blaine really anticipated beneficial re­ 
su lts from his project for the W ashington 


Congress ; but if he did, th e fact can only 


be regarded as proving still more conclu­ 
sively how very little reflection and how 
very little know ledge of history and the 


springs of hum an action w en t to the for­ 


m ation of h is idea. 


w ill set up, in fact ; th at bill w hich was 


introduced to Congress as a m easure calling 
for not m ore than §20,000,000 at the ou t­ 


side.

evolve a very large 


am ount of barbarism, by m utual attrition 
and friction, w e suppose. 
B etw een O x­ 
ford undergraduates and H arvard Fresh­ 
m en there is a d istin ction w ithou t a differ­ 


ence in m atters of this ki»d. 
T he former, 
at their com m encem ent exercises, have 


long taken a special deligh t in dem onstra­ 
tions of the m ost blackguardly kind. 
The 


latter also are naturally prone to “ caddiah- 


“ n e ss” 
w hen opportunity offers. 
W e 
think Mr. Oscar W ild e is m uch less of an 


ass than he pretends to be, or than his fol­ 


low ers are. 
W e are disposed to thin k him 


som ew hat more cf a hum bug, indeed. But 
though his lectures m ay be nonsensical 


and his affectations ridiculous, those who 
affect a more sim ple and substantial cu lt­ 
ure certainly do not show their superiority 


by such conduct toward him as his Boston 
audience w as g u ilty of.

things are done in the green tree, w hat can

The funded debt bonds of 1857 were is -ued 
under th9 A ct of April 28, 1857.

exception of 
bonds 
amounting to §5,000, have been redeemed or 
refunded. 
Those outstanding were called for 
July 31, 1875, at which date interest ceased.

They know very w ell that if th ey have at­ 
tended to their d u ty aud trained up their 
parents in the w ay th ey should go, they 
m ay choose for them selves, w ith or w ith ­ 
out discrim ination, 
as the case m ay be. 
N eith er they nor their parents m ay have 
taken the view w hich I recollect to have 
heard from Mr. Rogers, that it does not 
m uch signify whom one marries, as one is 
sure to find n ext m orning that it was som e­ 
body else ; but though they m ay not be 
prepared to go quite this length, yet, from 
oDe cause or another, the youDg in their 
w illfulness and strength w ill not seldom 
act, and the old in their im potenceconcede, 
in such sort that they m ight seem not to 
stop far short of it.

El'jah Comstock, the well-known pioneer 
and farmer of Yolo, at present a resident of 
Sacramento, ia one of the most genial of men, 
and no one enjoys a j ike better than he. His 
extraordinary good uatnre, natural bucnor 
and social qualities make him the center al­ 
most constantly of a group of jolly fellowr, 
all practical j kers, who do not lose an oppor­ 
tunity to perpetrate j ikes at his expense, and 
which he enjoys quite as much as they, and 
quite as frequently, too, the venerable 
granger gets even witn them. The scenes of 
most of the merriment to which Mr. Comstock 
is a party, are at the Capital Hotel, the 
Court-house and like public places. One of 
his habits is to cater to his sweet tooth, and 
hence his pockets are geuerally provisioned 
with a goodly supply of confections, choice 
candies, etc. All the regiment of jelly fel­ 
lows know this, and latterly the rank and 
file have drawn heavily upon the Comstock 
for a supply of candies, until the confection 
bonanza has been threatened with a collapse.

WEATHER COMP.-RISOjr. 
The following weather comparison for 
January is furnished by Sergeant Barwick 
of the Signal Service: In comparing the 
weather for January with the same month 
for five years past, it is found a rather curi.us 
occurrence that a prevailing north wind for 
the month of January, 187’J and 1882, gives 
more rainfall than dees January, 1S80, when 
the prevailing wind is from the southeast. 
The mean temperature for Jannaty, 1S82, 
was not as warm as January, 1878 or 1881, 
but was warmer than January, 1880. and ut 
the same temperature as January, 1S79. The 
dryest January in the last 33 years was 
that of 1852, when only ,5S of an inch 
of 
rainfall was measured; that of 
1851 was .65 of aa ioch, and that 
of 1859 was .96 of an inch. All other Jaau- 
arys gave more thau one inch of rain. The 
one that gave the largest amount was Janu­ 
ary, 1802, when it was 15.04 inches. The 
average rainfall for Jannary for the past 33 
years is 3.53 inches ; deficiency cf past Janu­ 
ary, 1.64 inches, and as compared with the 
same month last year, 4.25 inches less. The

W ashington, February 2d.—Terry, from 
the Poe tal Committee, reported adversely on 
the joint resolution granting Congressmen 
the iraDkiog privilege. 
I t was indefinitely 
postponed. 
Tbe three-pei-cent, bill was then consid­ 
ered. 
Plum b’s amendment to apply the surplus 
revenue over $100,000,000 to the reduction of 
the public debt was debated, and was lost by 
27 to 25. 
Tne debate upon the ratification of Wind- 
om’s funding operations was leopened cn the 
amendment by Teller declaring the new 
bonds legal and valid obligations. 
Vest spoke in opposition to the ratification 
of W indom Vact. 
H e wanted the country to 
pas3 on the validity of the bonds, and the 
Republican party to take the responsibility. 
He woke up W indom, who asked what was 
the particular act the unconstitutionally of 
which he objected to. 
Vest replied th at which he denounced 
was the act by which the Secretary of the 
Treasury, without an A ct of Congress author­ 
izing him to do it, called on the creditors 
holding five to six per cent, bonds, and said 
to them, “ I will treat with you with regard 
to termB uoon which theee bonds shall be 
continued.” 
W indom—The Secretary of the Treasury 
did no snch thing.

Vest—The whole country knows the posi­ 
tion of th at m atter, and there can be no mis­ 
take about it. 
W indem—B ut the Senator himself does 
not know it. 
Vest—I will not let the Senator judge that 
for ms. 
I b lieve he has violated the Con­ 
stitution, and am willing to leave the m atter 
to the people. 
Congress had pointed out the 
way to meet the emergency of bonds falling 
due.

W ashington, February 21.—Consideration 
of the Mormon question by Congress is about 
to receive a fresh impetus, through the pres­ 
ence in this city of a oommittee appoint* i by 
the General Conference of the Reorganised 
Church of Jesua Christ of L atter Day Saints, 


to wait upon the President and Congress and 
present their version of the U tah problem 
and their propt sea solution. 
A. H . Gurley 
and E. L. Kelly constitute this committee, 
and yesterday they were presented to Presi­ 
dent A rthur by Representative Kasson. and 
had an extended conference with fiira. 
They 
have pre; ared a memorial, which will soon be 
laid before both henees <f Ccngrees, and 
which they think will riot only remove some 
false impressions which obtain with reference 
to the Mormon Church, but will facilitate the 
true appreciation of the U tah problem, and 
perhaps suggest a solution of it. 
Their me­ 
morial sets forth th at the Mormon Church, 
although classed and known generally as 
‘’Mormon,” ia and ever hss been opposed 
to 
and 
uncompromisingly 
at 
variance 
with 
th at 
polygamic 
body 
ia 
U tah 
also called 
Mormon. 
The 
Reorganized 
Mormon Church, under the leadership of 
Joseph Smith, son of the original Mormon 
head, and duly organized and incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Illinois, has 
steadily, for the past thirty years, opposed 
and denounced the doctrines and practices of 
polygamy, end has all the time kept and sus­ 
tained mi“siomrie3 in U tah to preach against 
them, tbe result being th at a t feast 10.0C0 
persons in th at Territory have thus been ex­ 
tricated from the corruption of polygamy and 
its concomitan's. 
They ask th at more effect­ 
ive measures be enacted and carried into 
effect by the Government for the suppression 
of polygamy in the Territories. The Mormon 
Church, 6ays this memorial, has. in round 
numbers, 500 organized churches,450 of which 
are in the U nited States, with a ministry of 
1,500 persons and a membership of 20,000 
communicants, and 20,000 others who sustain 
the church in its work. 
Nine-tenths of these 
are cit’nens of the U nited States, and are 
loyal to the Government. 
The memorial 
di-cim e; at some length tho legal questions 
involved. 
I t quotes from the Book of Mor­ 
mon to show th at polygamy is not a part of 
Mcrmonism, but, on the contrary, it is ex­ 
pressly prohibited, and urges th at the truest 
point from which to deal with polygamy is 
that it is no part of the Mormon faith proper, 
but a loathsome incumbrance. 
This, they 
say, will prevent those who practice polygamy 
from raising the cry of persecution, and 
thereby holding with them thousands of hon­ 
est, ignorant souls of their number in U tah, 
who are not actually engaged in the practice of 
this crime, and who would otherwise repudi­ 
ate it and become good citizens. 
The memo­ 
rial suggests additional legislation by Con­ 
gress, so th at the avowed bigamists may not 
be allowed to sit as jurors when one of th tir 
members is Using tried for bigamy ; th at the 
statute of limitations be so amended that all 
persons, male and female, may be punished 
for the crime of polygam y; that the home­ 
stead law fie so amended th at polygamous 
wives shall not be recognized under the title 
of "heads of fam ilies;” that the reputation 
of living together and cohabitation be re­ 
ceived in the Courts as evidence to prove the 
marriage relation.

W ashington, February 21.—Senator M il­ 
ler to-day (by request) introduced a bill pro­ 
viding that, in case of a vacancy in the office 
of D iftrict A ttorney or M arshal in any 
Circuit, a tem porary appointment m sy be 
made by either the Supreme Court Justice 
or the Circuit Judge uutil the vacancy is 
regularly filled by Presidential appointment 
and confirmation by the Senate.

N ew Y ork, February 21.—The Herald 
furnishes the following : 
P a r is, F ebruiry 21.—The fallowing im­ 
portant dispatch was received direct this 
morning from Lieutenant Danenhower at 
Irkutsk : Our three boats left Seminowfky 
Island on the morning cf September 12 h, 
bound for Barkinat, 95 mile* distant. 
We 
got clear of the ice at noon. 
There was then 
a heavy gale from the northeast, and the 
boats dispersed. 
During the night the Cap­ 
tain's boat, which was loaded deeply, lost her 
masts and sails. 
W e made land on the even­ 
ing of the 17th, in shallow water. 
The boat 
was abandoned two miles from the beach, and 
our party waded and reached the deserted 
village of Sagapp. 
W e saved tbe log-books, 
and proceeded south September 19,b. Lieu­ 
tenant De Long’s lost record, which we have 
found, reads as follows ; 
Satcedat, O ctober 1, 1SS1. 
Fourteen of the officers and men of the Jeannette 
reached this hut Wednesday, September 28th, and 
having been forced to wait for the river to freeze 
over, are proceeding to cross to the west side this 
morning, on their journey to reach some seitlement 
on the Lena river. I have twe day-’ provisions, but 
having been f. rtun-to enough thus far to get game 
in our pressing needs, we have no fear for failure. 
Our party are all well, except Har.s Erikson, whoso 
toes have been amputated in consequence of frost 
bite. Other records will be found in several huts on 
the east side of the river, along which we have come 
f om the north. 
GEORGE W. DE LONG. 
Three other recorls 
have been fonwi. 
Erikson died October 7th. The party w?re 
in great d stress f >r food. 
Noros and Ninde- 
mann were tent afead frrreli-f October 9 th.
